S.0.650(E).—Whereas the Central Government, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 
3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), declared the National Democratic Front of Boroland (NDFB) 
to be an Unlawful association vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs number 
S.0.1224 (E), dated the 23rd November, 2002 (hereinafterrefetred to as the said notification); 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise ofthe powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the 
said Act, constituted vide notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Home Affairs number S.O. 13 40 (E), 
dated the 20th December, 2002, the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, consisting of Justice Shri Manmohan Sarin 
Judge of Delhi High Court; 

And whereas the Central Government, in exercise ofthe powers conferred by the Sub-section (1) of Section 4of 
the said Act, referred the said notification to the said Tribunal on the 20th December, 2002, for the purpose of adjudicating 
whether or not there was sufficient cause for declaring the said association as unlawful; 

And whereas the said Tribunal, in exercise of thepowers conferred by the Sub-section (3) of Section 4 ofthe said 
Act, made an order on the 20th May, 2003, confirming the declaration made in the said notification; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of Sub-section (4) of Section 4 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
publishes the said order of the said Tribunal namely: -

ORDER 

1. The Central Government vide a notification bearing No. 1224(E) dated 23.11.2002, issued under Sub-section (1) of 

Section3 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Act, 1967 (hereinafter referred to as 'the Act”) declared National Demo¬ 
cratic Front of Boroland (for short NDFB) as mi unlawful association. The Central Government also formed an opinion that 
it was necessary to declare NDFB as an “Unlawful Association” with immediate effect by invoking the powers conferred 
under proviso to Sub-section (3) of Section 3 of the Act. The Central Ckwermnert vide another notification dated 20.12.2002 
issued under Sub-section (1) of Section 5 of the Act appointed and constituted me as the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) 
Tribunal for the prnpose of adjudicating whether or not there is sufficient cause for declaring NDFB as an unlawful 
association 






On- 
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2 Notices were directed to be issued to NDFB under Sub-section (2) of Section 4 of the Act. Publication of the 
notices was also directed in the national daily and local newspapers as well as by broadcasting and telecasting it on radio 
and television. Notices were also directed to be served by pasting the same on the Notice Board of the offices of the District 
Magistrates/Tehsildars in Assam having the presence of the associatioh NDFB. The above notices required the affected 
association to show cause within 30 days from the date of service or publication/broadcast/telecast of the notice as to why 
NDFB should not be declared an unlawful association and why an order should not be made confirming the declaration. 

3. The notices directed to be issued by the Tribunal were broadcast on All India Radio, Guwahati. It was telecast by 
Doordarshan Kendra, Guwahati and published in the national daily “Indian Express” dated 5-2-2003, “Assam Tribune” 
dated 5-2-2003 and “ Amar Asom” dated 4-2-2003. The affidavits of service were filed on behalf of Union of India, by Sh. Ram 
Phal, Under Secretary, Ministry of Home Affairs and by Sh. S. K. Roy, Joint Secretary to the Government of Assam on behalf 
of State Government of Assam, together with the citations as published. Service was, accordingly, complete. None ap¬ 
peared on behalf of the NDFB. The Central Government and State Government were, therefore, directed vide order dated 
11.3.2003, to file evidence by way of affidavits on theirbehalf. 

4. The Tribunal has been given the mandate to adjudicate upon whether there is sufficient cause for declaring NDFB 
as an unlawful association and for exercising the power under proviso of Sub-section (3) of Section 3 of the Act to do so 
with immediate effect? 

5. The Central Government for the purpose of the reference filed before the Tribunal, the notification issued under 
Sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the Act, declaring NDFB as an unlawful association dated 23-11 -2002. The notification was 
accompanied by a resume, giving the aims and objects of the NDFB as also the facts on which the grounds in the 
notification under Section 3 were based, as required under Rule 5 of the Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Rules 1968, 
(hereinafter referred to as “the Rules”). 

6. _ As per the resume filed, NDFB was formed on 3 4-1986, with the avowed aim and obj ective of liberating the Boro- 
inhabited areas of Assam from India and to form an independent and sovereign Bodoland through armed struggle. Copy of 
the Constitution of NDFB has also been produced on record. The principles and ideology of NDFB as per the Constitution 
Ex. PW l/Al are (i) to liberate Bodoland from the Indian expansionism and occupation; (ii) to free the Boro nation from the 
colonialist exploitation, oppression and domination; (iii) to establish a Democratic Socialist Society to promote liberty, 
equality and fraternity; and (iv) to uphold the integrity and sovereignty of Boro-land. 

The NDFB had been declared an unlawful association on 23.11.1992 under the Act. The ban had been 
subsequently reimposed on 23-11-1994, 23-11-1996, 23-11-1998 and 23-11-2000, followed by the present notification 
issued on 23-11-2002. 

7. The Central and State Government of Assam filed evidence by way of affidavits of the following persons to 
support the case, as set up in para 6 above : 

PWl. Mr. S. K. Roy, Joint Secretary to the Government of Assam, Political Department, Guwahati. 

PW2. Sri Pratul Ch. Phukan, Superintendent of Police, Special Operation Unit, Government of Assam, Dispur, Guwahati. 
PW3. Mr. B. B. Chetri, Superintendent of Police, Barpeta District. 

PW4. Mr. Khabir Ahmed, Superintendent of Police, Dairang District. 

PW5. Mr. R. Vi jay Krishna Supdt. of Police, Kokrajhar 
District. 

PW6. Mr. Satyen Gogoi, Superintendent of Police, Sonitpur, Tejpur. 

PW7. Mr. M. Agrawal, Superintendent of Police, Kamrup(rural) 

PW8. Mr. Amarendra Borgohain Supdt. of Police, Bongaigaon District. 

PW9. Mr. P. C. Borodoloi, Supdt. of Police, Dhubri. PW10. Sri Sarat Kumar Phukan Supdt. of Police, Nalbari. PW 11. Mr. A. K. 
Goyal, Director North-East in the Ministry' of Home Affairs. 

8. It is the case of the Central Government that NDFB since its inception has been indulging in large scale terrorist 
and subversive act in the Bodo-inhabited areas within the District of Dairang, Sonit-pur, Kokrajhar, Bongaigaon, Nalban, 
Bmp eta, Dhubri and Kamrup causing widespread panic and feeling of insecurity among the non-tribal population and also 
Bodos opposed to the secessionist ideology of the NDFB. Even during the currency of the ban period, the NDFB continued 
its secessionist activities by stepping up its acts of terrorist violence including attacks on and killing of Army/Police/ 
Security Forces personnel and law abiding civilians, looting of arms and ammunitions from security forces personnel, 
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destruction of public properties. NDFB is known to have established a number of camps in Bangladesh inside Khagrasari 
District and in Bhutan opposite Darrang, Nalbari, Kokrajhar and Barpeta districts of Assam, where it has trained up more 
thana thousand members of its cadre. It is stated that during the year 2000, following decision of the Bhutan Government 
not to allow the outfit to carry on their terrorist activities from the soil of Bhutan, NDFB got antagonized. It went on a killing 
spree in the State, gunning down 13 Bhutanese including one Nepali of Bhutanese origin. Tracks were also set ablaze. 

9. During the period 23-11 -2000 to 30-6-2002, there were 327 incidents of violence attributable to NDFB outfit from the 
State of Assam. NDFB activists killed 275 persons out of which 24 were army/police and security personnel and 251 
civilians. 147 persons were injured. There were cases of kidnapping of tea garden personnel numbering 43 out of whom 22 
w ere subsequently released, 11 were killed and 10 persons still happen to be in captivity. NDFB cadres have acquired and 
arc in possession of sophisticated weapons and continue to recruit fresh cadres. NDFB followed the strategy of ethnic 
cleansing by indulging in killing of immigrant Muslims, Bengali Hindus, Nepalis and Adivasis in the Boro areas with a view 
to compel them to leave their settlements. It is the case of the Central Government that NDFB has been aligning itself with 
ULFA and other terrorist and secessionist organizations to disrupt the sovereignty and integrity of India. 

10. During the period 23-11 -2000 to 30-6-2002, the NDFB has been attributed with following violent activities: 

0) 275 killings. 

(ii) Kidnapping for ransom and extortion with a view to finance its activities; 

(iii) Recruitment of fresh cadres. 

(\v) publication of clandestine magazines, eulogizing its goals and condemning alleged exploitation by Central 
Government. 

(v) Exhorting its cadres to identify and attack Government machinery. 

(vi) Carnage and ethnic violence with a view to spread panic and insecurity among non-Boros, forcing them to 
migrate away from Boro areas. 

(vii) Establishing camps and hideouts across the country’s border and obtain assistance from anti-India forces 
to procure arms and other assistance. 

11 hi the affidavit filed by Sh. A. K. Goyal, Director, North East, PW 11/1, being a substantial affidavit, filed onbehalf 
of the Central Government, a profile of NDFB preparedby Ministry of Home Affairs, mentioned its objectives, prime office 
bearers and illustrative incidents of violence, as also a note on its foreign links and links with other North East extremist, 
groups are given. The affidavit and its annexures give in detail the areas of operation, the acquisition of sophisticated 
weapons, the ethnic cleansing by indulging in killing of immigrants i.e. Muslims, Bengalis, Hindus, Nepalese and Adivasis 
in the Bodo areas, with a view to compelling them to leave their settlements. Annexure 1 of the affidavit also mentions the 
intelligence reports received, indicating that most of the NDFB leaders like Ranjan Daimary, Gobinda Basu-matary etc., were 
in camps in Bhutan or in Bangladesh, where from they w ere directing the operations. 

12 Sh. S. K. Roy, Joint Secretary. Government of Assam, Home and Political Department was examined on oath andhe 
proved his affidavit PW.1/1. Sh. S. K. Rov deposed that it w ere his official duties to collect intelligence reports, being 
responsible for the security of the State and to deal with unlawful associations. The information regarding activities of 
NDFB, as received from Superintendents of Police and district and police headquarters, was collected and statistics with 
regard to the criminal and unlawful activities were collated and compiled. Ex.PW.l/Al, the copy of the constitution of the 
NDFB. Ex.P W1/A2 was tire compilation giving the statistics of killings, kidnapping, cases of snatching of arms, district wise 
from the period 23-11-2000 to 30-6-2002. As per Ex. PW.1/A2, during the period 23-11-2000 to 30-6-2002,275 persons were 
killed out of which 251 were civilians and 24 belonged to the police/security personnel. There were 44 incidents of kidnappings, 
about 147 persons were injured by NDFB cadres. The details of the incidents had also been compiled under his supervision. 
Ex P W 1 /3 is the note prepared, giving tire details of the secessionist activities during the period of ban also. The note also 
gives the details of 185 incidents. He deposed that based on the information received and so collected, the State Govern¬ 
ment filed its letter dated 9-8-2002 from the Commissioner and Secretary to the Government of Assam, recommending the 
continuation of ban on NDFB, on account of continuance of tenrorist and secessionist activities. He deposed that the 
information and details, as reflected in Ex.PW.l/A2, A3, A4 and A5 were correct based on the records maintained and 
intelligence inputs and information as received from the special branches. 

13. PW.2, Sri Pratui Ch. Phukan. Superintendent of Police, Special Operation Unit, proved his affidavit PW.2/1. He 

deposed that he has the responsibility to collect information and give feed back to the State Government of Assam. The 
information, as received from other intelligence agencies, namely, IB and SSB of Central Government is analyzed and 
collated by him and forwarded to district units. He deposed that NDFB had been indulging in anti national activities by 
giving a call of boycott of Independence Day, Republic Day etc. He deposed that NDFB was active in lower Assam, 
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namely, Darang, Nalbari, Kokrajhar, Barpeta, Bongaigaon, Dhubri. The NDFB had been indulging in killings, extortion, 
kidnapping, explosion etc. The cadre of NDFB was recruited from among the young people from the Bodo do minated areas. 
NDFB has been aiming at several targets and at times the offences committed have an ethnic touch and non-bo do persons 
are made target. He stated that their cadres were being trained in Pakistan, Bangladesh and Bhutan Camps. Describing 
certain characteristics of NDFB, modus operandi, he stated that its cadres and members can generally be recognized by 
their features who have a look of tribals. They generally operated in small groups, using sophisticated and modem arms. At 
times, the involvement of NDFB was revealed either by arrested persons, eye witnesses or survivors of an incident orthe 
statement of handicapped persons, who are released. He also deposed as to the number of killings and other incidents of 
violence attributable to NDFB. 

14. Sh. B. B. Chetri, Superintendent of Police, Barpeta District proved his affidavit PW.3/I. Apart from describing the 
unlawful activities of NDFB, he submitted that the funding of NDFB was mostly by extortion. He deposed regarding an 
illustrativ e case No. 259/2001, where 150 extremists equipped with sophisticated weapons, grenade attacked Labdangguri, 
to capture the police post. Tire police post was gutted and two personnel lost their lives. NDFB flag was recovered along 
with burnt cap of rocket launcher and a cap of Chinese grenade. In the attack two extremists, who lost their lives were later 
identified as Joseph alias Mohan Daimari and Mithinga Daimari, who were recognized leaders of NDFB. 

15. Khabir Ahmed. Superintendent of Police, Darrang District, also proved his affidavit Ex-PW4/l and deposed with 
regard to the illustrative cases. In one of the cases, 5 persons were rescued and during the investigation revealed that the 
kidnappers belonged to NDFB and they had shifted them from one camp to another camp in Bhutan. 

16. Sh. R. Vijay Krishna, Superintendent of Police, Kokrajhar District proved his affidavit Ex.PW.5/I and deposed on 
the basis of record with regard to the cases in his jurisdiction. He deposed that NDFB was mainly indulging in killings, 
extortion and attacking the police, para military and security forces. He deposed with regard to the incident on 30-6-2001, 
when NDFB extremists came to the market place at Dotma and fired indiscriminately, exploding bombs, thereby resulting in 
death of one person and grievous injuries to the others. Two persons were also kidnapped for ransom. The kidnapped 
persons, who were later released, after extortion, revealed that they had been kept in jungle and the kidnappers belonged to 
the NDFB cadres. He also deposed about NDFB militants shooting down two persons, whom they suspected to be police 
informers. Sh. R. Vijay Krishna also stated that even in cases, where there was no definite and concrete evidence available 
of the involvement of NDFB cadre in the commission of the offences, there are salient features, from which inference of the 
commission of offence and involvement of NDFB can be drawn. These are (i) the occurrence of the offence in areas 
dominated by the Boro community where shelter and help is provided to NDFB militants; (ii) the facial and physical 
features, which are peculiar to the Boro community; (iii) the use of sophisticated weapons such as the AK Series assault 
rifles, rocket launchers and the remote improvised explosive device (1ED) were the special characteristics of an attack by 
NDFB personnel; (iv) the practice of generally shouting slogans in favour of NDFB or leaving their flag or pamphlets. 

He stated that the security forces had achieved reasonable measure of success in containing NDFB. However, 
any complacency would result in NDFB regrouping and strengthening itself. 

17. Sh. SatyenGogoi, Superintendent of Police, Sonitpur,TejpurprovedhisaffidavitEx.PW.6/l. He deposed that in 
his district NDFB was the prime unlawful organisation, which was very active, followed by ULFA. He also deposed about 
the illustrative cases, given in the affidavit. Describing the case, a patrol party was attacked by NDFB extremists with 
automatic weapons and grenades. Later on, the unidentified bodies were identified as those of Kalap Boro and Menswear 
Bosumatary by near relations who were known members of Boro’s. He also deposed as to caseNo.76/2000 on 30-62001, 
when one Parimal Paul had been kidnapped and on his falling sick, NDFB personnel had brought a Doctor for his treatment. 

18. Similarly, Sh. M. Agrawal, Superintendent of Police, Kamrup, Sh. Amarendra Borgohain, Superintendent of 
Police, Bongaigaon District, Sh. P. C. Borodoloi, Superintendent of Police, Dhubri and Sh. Sarat Kumar Phukan, 
Superintendent of Police, Nalbari proved their respective affidavits filed by way of evidence and gave details by 
producing records of illustrative cases, mentioned in their respective affidavits. The illustrative incidents, in which NDFB 
personnel had indulged in killings including indiscriminate firing from sophisticated weapons and attacks on security 
forces and encounters with security forces were described. The evidence and basis of the said incidents being attributable 
to the NDFB personnel was also disclosed and demonstrated before the Tribunal. In case of extortion, original letters of 
demand, as received in one case, demanding payment of Rs. 5 crores as Bodoland tax/donation to the revolutionary 
fund of NDFB, were produced before the Tribunal. 

19. Considering the evidence by way of affidavits, as filed on behalf of the Central Government of Sh. A. K. Goyal, 
PVV.ll with its annexures and the affidavit of Sh. S. K. Roy, Joint Secretary, State of Assam, PW.l and the statistics, 
information and documents and records produced before me, the Central Government has succeeded in establishing the 
unlawful activities of NDFB and its members. The evidence of Superintendents of Police of Districts in State of Assam and 
record produced has shown the numerous killings, terrorist acts attributable to NDFB and its members. The Central and 
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State Government established that there was sufficient cause to declare NDFB, originally known as Boro Security Force, as 
an unlawful association with immediate effect. The Central Government and the State Government by the affidavits, 
produced before the Tribunal, have demonstrated that NDFB with a view to achieve its aim and objective of liberating Boro 
inhabited areas of Assam from India and to form an independent and separate Bodoland through armed struggle lias been 
indulging in unlaw ful activities, which has been established by the evidence produced before the Tribunal. As discussed, 
hereinbefore in paras 11 to 17 that NDFB is engaged in the activities of: 

(i) killings/attacking security forces, para military 7 forces with a view to spread panic and to show its hostility to 
the forces deployed to protect the territorial integrity and sovereignty of India; 

(ii) killings, scaring and,driving away non-Bodo population from bodo dominated areas; 

(iii) . punishing bodos for resisting recruitment to cadre of NDFB; 

(iv) kidnapping and extortion to collect funds to buy arms: 

(v) close links with anti-national and other banned organisation in North-East; 

(vi) civilian killing, carnage and ethnic violence; and 

(vii) conducting its activities from camps across the border. 

20. Further, considering the following factors: 

(i) the number and incident of killings, kidnapping, extortion and terrorist and unlawful activities during the 
period 23-11 -2002 to 30-6-2002; 

(ii) the procurement of anus, ammunition and explosives from clandestine resources including foreign coun¬ 
tries; 

(iii) establishment of training camps in Bhutan, Bangladesh; and 

(iv) continuance of attacks on anny/police, security forces are clear indicators of NDFB’s design to continue 
with its secessionist activities through armed struggle, the need for an immediate ban on the NDFB as an 
unlawful association was warranted to prevent the member of association from regrouping and stepping up 
its unlawful activities. 

The Central Government in these facts was fully justified in invoking its power under Proviso 3 of Sub-section 
(3) to declare the association to be an unlawful one with immediate effect. Accordingly, I also hold that there was 
sufficient cause for declaring NDFB as an unlawful association with immediate effect under the provisions of the 
Unlawful Activities (Prevention) Tribunal, Act, 1967 as per notification No. S. O. 1224(E ) dated 23-11-2002. The 
declaration made by the Central Government in tire said notification is hereby confirmed.
